FCC HIGHLIGHTS 


by Bill Grenfell W4GF 


The FCC "...has eliminated the need for new 
Technician class Amateur Radio license 
applicants to demonstrate proficiency in Morse 
code in order to have all amateur privileges 
above 30 Mhz." An implementation date as 
early as February 1991 was considered 
possible. " Technicians who obtain their 
licenses prior to that date will be grand- 
fathered, meaning their existing HF privileges 
will continue. "The codeless Technician 
written examination will have 55 questions. 
"New Technicians wishing to gain access to the 
HF privileges below 30 MHz now enjoyed by 
Novices and Technicians will be required to 
pass a 5 WPM Morse code test before three 
Volunteer Examiners accredited by Volunteer 
Examiner Coordinators, and will be given a 
Certificate of Successful Completion of Exami- 
nation (CSCE) to serve as evidence of their 
qualifications. "There will be no call sign 
designator to indicate Technicians who have or 
have not passed a code test." (W5YI Report, 
01/15/91); (ARRL News Release, 12/14/90); 
(Westlink Report, 12/21/90). 


J.J. Freeman, engineer in charge at the 
FCC’s Norfolk Office of the Field Operations 
Bureau, on January 25 sent notices of 
apparent violations to some ten SSB operator 
indicating they may have "used the Amateur 
Radio Service to facilitate the business activity 
of The Coalition to Stop U.S. Intervention in 
the Middle East." 


Shortly thereafter, notices of apparent 
liability were sent to the originator of the 
message, the first bulletin board on which the 
message allegedly appeared, and to the 
operator of the packet BBS from which the 


_ TCC allegedly obtained the message. 


The offending message asked recipients to 
phone a "900" number to "tell Bush ‘NO WAR” 


-ARRL Executive Vice President Dave 
Sumner writes in March QST that the packet 
message "was defective on two counts." By 
promoting a "900" number the message facili- 
tates business activities, and having nothing to 
do with Amateur Radio the message fails to 
qualify as an information bulletin - thus 


i _ making it "broadcasting." 


BBS operator Tom Clark, WS3IWI states 
"The implications of the action... are absolutely 
appalling. What is implied is that-each and 
every station in a store-and-forward network is 
responsible for the actual message content 
passing through each node.” "The FCC action," 
says Clark, "states that each BBS SYSOP is 
personally responsible for the ‘correctness’ of 
all messages merely passing through his 
system.” 


Sumner’s editorial suggests that, the packet 
community "take heed and pay more attention 
to the appropriateness of ‘broadcast’ packet 
traffic." (From ARRL Letter, 2/06/91. 

Excerpts by K4LMB) 


Amateurs are advised to take their FCC 
license with them if they are carrying radios 
(or computers) aboard commercial airlines. 
They should also be prepared to remove batter- 
ies if asked to do so. Heightened airline 
security has prompted domestic airlines to be 
more stringent in the enforcement of their 
policies concerning electronics devices. Some 
international carriers may have much tighter 
restrictions, depending on the point of 
departure and destination. All Amateurs 
traveling on international flights should 
consider the possibility they may not be 
allowed either to carry or to check as baggage 
radios and/or computers, and should check 
with their carrier about the possibility of 
making arrangement in advance. 

(ARRL Letter 2/06/91.

Amateur radio convicted felon Michael 
Harrison is no longer WB2PTI. He plead "...no 
contest to the charges that took him to prison 
where he now is.” Harrison plead guilty of 
advertising non-existent amateur equipment at 
low prices, resulting in a 21 month prison 
sentence, a $125,000 fine, and a requirement to 
make full restitution to all whose orders he 
failed to deliver. FCC’s revocation of WB2PTI 
was based upon certain rules which make 
felons unqualified for an FCC station license. 
(Westlink Report, 04/04/91).

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BILL IN CONGRESS WOULD PROTECT AMATEUR FREQUENCIES. 


On January 3, 1991, Congressman Jim Cooper 
of Tennessee introduced the Amateur Radio 
Spectrum Protection Act of 1991. The proposed 
legislation, designated H.R. 73, would prevent 
further loss of radio spectrum now allocated to 
the Amateur Radio Service. 


H.R.73--upon passage--would ensure that "the 
Federal Communications Commission shall not 
diminish existing allocations of spectrum to the 
Amateur Radio Service after January 1, 1991. 


"The Federal Communications Commission 
(the resolution reads) shall provide equivalent 
replacement spectrum to the Amateur Radio 
Service for any frequency reallocation after 
January 1, 1991." 


Rep. Cooper, a fifth-term Democrat from 
Shelbyville, Tenn., is a member of the House 
Subcommittee on Telecommunications and 
Finance. Here is the full text of the bill, which 
was referred to the Committee on Energy and 
Commerce: 


A BILL, To amend the Federal Communica- 
tions Act of 1934 to prevent the loss of existing 
spectrum to the amateur radio service. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of America 
in Congress assembled. 


SECTION 1: SHORT TITLE This Act may be 
cited as the "Amateur Radio Spectrum Protection 
Act of 1991." 


SEC, 2. FINDINGS. Congress finds that--(1) 
more than 490,502 radio amateurs in the United 
States are licensed by the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission after a thorough examination 
in radio regulations and technical principles of 
radio communications, as required by inter- 
national regulations; 


(2) by international treaty and Federal 
Communications Commission regulation, the 
amateur is authorized to operate stations in a 
radio service of intercommunications and 
technical investigations solely with a personal 
aim and without pecuniary interest; 


(3) among the basic purposes for the amateur 
radio service is to provide voluntary noncom- 
mercial radio service, particularly emergency 
communications; 
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(4) emergency communication services by 
volunteer radio amateurs have consistently and 
reliably been provided before, during, and after 
floods, tornadoes, forest fires, earthquakes, 
blizzards, train wrecks, chemical spills, and other 
disasters; and , : 


(5) the Federal Communications Commission 
has taken actions which resulted in the loss. of 
over 100 MHz of spectrum to amateurs. | 


SEC. 3. FEDERAL POLICY REGARDING 
REALLOCATION OF AMATEUR RADIO 
SPECTRUM. 


Section 303(c) of the Communications Act of 
1934 is amended -- ‘ 


(1) by redesignating subsection (c) as sub- 
section (c)(1) and 


(2) by adding at the end of such subsection 
(c)(1) the following new paragraph: . 

(3) The Federal Communications Commission 
shall not diminish existing allocations of 
spectrum to the amateur radio service after © 
January 1, 1991. The Federal Communications 
Commission shall provide equivalent replacement 
spectrum to the Amateur Radio Service for any 
frequency reallocation after January 1, 1991. 


Rep. Cooper, 36, is the son of former 
Tennessee Governor Prentice Cooper, and a 
graduate of the University of North Carolina 
and of Harvard Law School. He attended Oxford 
University as a Rhodes scholar. Upon election 
to Congress in 1982 he became Tennessee’s 
youngest congressman this century. 


The ARRL now is engaged in adding 
co-sponsors of the bill and pursuing its passage 


into law, as well as seeking a Senate counterpart | 


to H.R.73. 


ARRL members are strongly encouraged to 
write brief letters to their own congressmen 
asking for their support of H.R.73, and to send 
a copy of those letters to ARRL Headquarters. 


American Radio Relay League Report 


By John Swafford -- W4HU 


This ARRL Report provides a brief summary of information published in the ARRL LETTER and 
other reports. The LETTER provides timely news of interest to active Radio Amateurs. Any 
League member may subscribe to the ARRL LETTER. 


WAR PUTS AMATEUR RADIO IN THE 
SPOTLIGHT. Conflict in the Middle East has 
brought Amateur Radio a flood of positive 
publicity, as well as reinforcing the value of 
organized Radio Amateurs’ message handling 
systems. 


Beginning last August, concurrent with the 
arrival of U.S. troops in the Middle East, Mili- 
tary Affiliate Radio System (MARS) stations 
were activated to handle messages to and from 
the area. All three MARS systems (Army, Air 
Force, and Navy/Marine) have been continuously 
active. 


And while direct message or phone patch 
services to U.S. ground-based troops in the area 
have been limited (most of the traffic has been 
_ outgoing), direct. communications by Amateur 
' Radio are being maintained to neighboring 
countries, especially Israel. 


One such operation, typical of several around 
the U.S., is headed by Al Jordan, WB1GKO, of 
West Hartford, Conn. Jordan began handling 
both message traffic and phone patches to Israel, 
from his home as well as from the Jewish 
Community Center in West Hartford. 


"Five years ago we set up a station at the 
Center," Jordan says, "with just such a contin- 
gency (as the war) in mind." Jordan began 
handling messages into and out of Israel a few 
days before the United Nations Jan. 15 deadline 
in the gulf. 


Amateur operations from the Center have 
been featured in stories on four local television 
| outlets (ABC, CBS, NBC, and Fox), as well as in 
__ several newspapers. 


"Radio hobbyists get scoop on world scene," 
read the headline in the Jan. 20 Hartford 
Courant. The story notes both the two-way 
work of Jordan and his team, as well as the 
surge of interest in shortwave listening. 
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A Courant story two days before, "Residents 
hungry for war news,” noted the attraction of 
the BBC overseas service and of Israel radio. 
Managers of Radio Shacks in at least two 
Connecticut towns had sold out their stock of 
SW receivers. 


CNN LEADS THE WAY. The Cable News 
Network began airing a piece on SWLing 
January 19, including a tape of Kevin Francis 
Sr., N2KXX, of Jamica, NY, and interviews with 
Radio Shack, J & R Music World, and Barry 
Electronics employees in New York City. 


The CNN report differentiated between listen- 
ing and "talking on a ham Amateur radio set," 
but failed to note that a license is required for 
Amateur Radio work. 


The Journal Inquirer of Manchester, Conn. 
took a different approach, in a feature article on 
WAINXG, Bruce Marcus (see "Ham operator 
helps find police radio jammer," The ARRL 
Letter, Oct. 19, 1990). The- paper focused on 
Marcus’ use of a dish antenna to receive down- 
links from CNN and other networks. 
" Blectronics whiz Bruce Marcus truly has a 
window on the world," the paper said. 


Most people around the world got their news 
of the war from CNN’s live coverage, beginning 
at 2340Z% Jan. 16. The anchor for the first 
several nights was David French, N4KET, who 
was profiled by QST contributing editor Robert 
Halprin, K1XA, in the January issue. French, 
usually CNN’s weekend anchor, was filling in for 
CNN anchor Bernard Shaw, who was in 
Baghdad. 


Halprin reached French, on the fourth day of 
the war, for an exclusive interview. 


French was conducting an interview when 
word came in his earphone to "go to Baghdad," 
he told Halprin. From then on, French said, 
"there was a lot of stuff in that ear!"

French then, for several days, handled the "pile- 
up" with aplomb. His main job, he says, was to 
handle the many reporters around the world 
calling in, to orchestrate a coherent and efficient 
final product for CNN -- "net control station" 
comes to mind. French calls it "traffic merging." 


French reports receiving a great deal of mail 
in response to the story about him in QST. 
Hams everywhere can take pride in the profes- 
sional performance under stress of one of their 


own, David French, N4KET. 


MARS OPERATIONS CONTINUE. 
Meanwhile, it was "business as usual" on the 
MARS frequencies, according to Robert Loe, 
N4FFW, chief of Navy-Marine Corps. MARS. In 
Saudi Arabia, 13 stations (nine Marine, 
four Navy) were functioning long before the 
hostilities began. The Navy Seabees’ stations 
used "MARS kits,” (mostly typical Amateur Radio 
gear), while the Marines were busy installing 
new equipment recently donated by MCI 
Communications, Inc. 


"Our military operators are selected on the 
basis both of their interest and their radio 
skills," Loe says. "They aren’t necessarily hams" 
(as opposed to Stateside MARS operators, nearly 
all of whom are civilian radio Amateurs). 


As many Amateurs are aware, MARS uses 
fixed-service frequencies often--but not always-- 
near Amateur bands. Most civilian MARS opera- 
tors are licensed Amateurs. Only a limited 
number are authorized to handle gulf traffic. 


The media has not always distinguished 
between MARS and Amateur operations, which 
can create confusion, since MARS stations are 
permitted to do things that Amateurs are not. 


Navy-Marine MARS is operating two gateway 
stations in Saudi Arabia, according to Chief Loe, 
passing traffic on AMTOR to an electronic 
mailbox in eastern Pennsylvania. Any where 
from 150 to 500 messages are handled per day, 
per station. 


Loe says the system’s "afloat network" consists 
of about 2,100 affiliate members (Stateside 
volunteers), 400 licensed ships, and some 150 
stations on military bases and _ reservations. 
Only the shipboard stations (some one hundred 
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of them) have handled phone patches -- as many 
as 10,000 a month since August. These stations 
were shut down on Jan. 12, as were all 
"extraneous" operations on board ship. 


The U.S. Army MARS system, according to its 
chief, Robert Sutton, numbered more than 200 
military stations and some 3,800 civilian volun- 
teers as the Jan. 15 deadline approached. Some 
60 Army MARS stations were operating from 
Saudi Arabia, and were handling more than a 
hundred phone patches and over 1.000 MARS- 
grams a day in early January, according to 
MARS station chief Jim Pugh, 
Huachuca, Arizona. 


By the end of December more than 50,000 
"MARSGRAMS" and 8,000 phone patches had 
been handled. 


Sutton estimates that in peacetime the MARS 
system saves taxpayers some $13.5 million a 
year; that figure is expected to swell as a result 
of the current hostilities. 


As of Jan. 21 all three services still were 
handling health and welfare traffic out of the 


gulf. 


AMATEURS WORLDWIDE MONITOR 
LITHUANIAN INFORMATION NET. 
Amateur Radio operators around the world 
monitored communications out of the Lithuanian 
capital city of Vilnius during occupation of the 
city by Soviet troops last weekend. Beginning 
Friday, Jan. 12, and into the following week, 
Lithuanian operators passed information regard- 
ing the occupation to the outside world via 
Amateur Radio. 


Operating virtually around the clock, members 
of club station LY2WR linked their city to North 
America and elsewhere from a set-up at the 
Lithuanian parliament building; LY2WR is the 
club call sign for workers at the television 
transmitter/antenna site that had earlier been 
shut down by Soviet troops. 


According to Roger Burt, N4ZC, of Mt.Holly, 
NC, messages from Vilnius have been passed to 
the U.S. Department of State in Washington, 


D.C., which has had only intermittent telephone _ | 


contact with the Baltic country. 
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ARRL Report - Continued 


Burt has been assisted by Amateurs elsewhere in 


North America for periods when propagation 
between Lithuania and North Carolina failed. 


The Information Net also has aided in provid- 
ing information on events in Latvia, including 
street demonstrations and the Soviet takeover of 
a police academy in Riga, the capital, on Jan. 14. 
That was reported by Latvian Amateur Operator 


YL1XX. 


“"T cannot say enough about the quality of 
these amateur operations,” said N4ZC. "The 
cooperation.and assistance of everyone has been 
peerless." 


On a related note, Soviet Amateurs in 


Moscow, members of the Soviet Amateur Radio 


Emergency Service, also are reported to have 
arranged for the shipment of medical supplies 
from Germany to Lithuania, according to a US. 
source. 


80-METER NOVICE BAND TO MOVE. On 
Jan. 10 the FCC announced a change in its rules 
to move the 80-meter Novice band from 3700- 
3750 kHz downward to 3675-3725. The change 
is intended to "reduce the amount of mutual 
interference between United States amateur 
stations and Canadian amateur stations," accord- 
ing to the FCC. 


At the time the change (PR Docket 90-100) 
was proposed, Canadian Amateurs Operated 
radiotelephone down to 3725 kHz. The Commis- 
sion proposed the change in the Novice alloca- 
tion to. prevent inter-mode interference with 
Canadian “phone operators. The League 


‘proposed instead an expansion of the Novice 


band, to 3675-3750, and elimination of special 
power restrictions for General, Advanced, and 
Extra class operators. The FCC denied this, 
saying (Novice and Technician operators) "would 
have to share (the expanded band) with large 
numbers of United States stations transmitting 
with a higher power." 


Last October, Canada’s Amateur Service was 
"deregulated," in the process removing all mode 
subbands on 80 meters for Canadian Amateurs, 
in effect rendering the FCC proceeding moot. 
The Commission went ahead with the change, 
nevertheless. 
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The new Novice allocation can become effec 
tive no sooner than 30 days after publication in 
the Federal Register. The earliest effective date 
would be in mid-February, meaning that the 
ARRL novice Roundup (Jan. 26-Feb: 3) will not 
be affected. 


CANADIANS CONTINUE PROTEST 
AGAINST NEW ANTENNA RULES. The 
Canadian Radio Relay League continues its 
battle to clarify Canada’s new regulations on 
"non-broadcasting and antenna supporting 
structures" (The ARRL Letter, Oct. 5, 1990). 
Responding to an editorial in QST Canada, the 
Department of Commerce told the CRRL that it 
"does not expect amateurs to file with municipal- 
ities if all they are erecting is a simple wire 
antenna or a chimney-mounted vertical," says 
QST Canada in their December, 1990 editorial. 


But CRRL maintains that the Client 
Procedures Act (CPC) "does not make this clear. 
It lumps Amateur stations in with all the rest, 
leaving the impression that the same rules apply 
to everyone. No wonder there is confusion." 


"The CPC," says CRRL "as it applies to 
amateurs, is so poorly explained that personnel 
in DOC regional and district offices have not 
been sure what to do." 


The CRRL, in a letter to Martin Masse, 
Minister of Communications, points out the 
inconsistencies in the CPC as written, and asks 
the minister to reconsider the matter. 


Meanwhile, Canadian Amateurs face the 
prospect of an example cited by the CRRL: An 
amateur in Chicoutimi "walked into a DOC office 
to record a simple address change, and was told 
that his operating privileges were suspended’ 
until he obtained municipal approval for his new 
antenna."

At the recent ARRL Board of Directors 
meeting, a program for field checking of QSLs 
for the initial application for DXCC was 
approved. This program was recommended by 
the Membership Services Committee with the 
following guidelines. 


* The field checkers are to be individuals 
who are nominated by a DX club. A DX 
club would be defined as an ARRL 
affiliated club with at least 25 members 
who are DXCC members and which has, as 
its primary activity, DX. The field checkers 
are to be approved by the Division Director 
whose division includes the place of resi- 
dence of the nominated person. The field 
checkers are appointed by the president of 
the ARRL. 


* All the QSL cards or confirmations to be 
field checked must be from a list of core 
countries. This core list shall consist of 
approximately 250 of the most common 
countries. The countries on the core list 
shall be determined by the ARRL Awards 
Committee. The QSL cards must be 
checked by two field checkers who have 
been appointed. 


* ARRL Headquarters Staff will develop 
operational guides for the appointed field 
checkers and other necessary items needed 
for the program. Full details will appear in

QSO. 147.575 IS OUR LOCAL PACKET FREQ SO ALL THE 
LOCALS ARE GOING TO BE ASKING WHO IS U2MIR ON THEIR 
MONITOR HEARD LIST! I DONT KNOW IF ANY OTHER 
STATIONS HAVE WORKED U2MIR ON PACKET BUT IT MAY 
PAY TO KEEP AN EAR OUT 73S ANDY VK3DTO. 


With the exception of the above contact on 147.575 all subsequent 
contacts have apparently been on 145.55 simplex. Gil (WA5NOM) 
was able to get connect (before my QSO) and supplied the following 
info: 


[Excerpts from message of 21 January 1991 from WA5NOM] 
I connected with the U2MIR-1 packet mailbox BBS this evening. They must leave it up on 
the mailbox when they are asleep or on duty. It looks like a fairly typical mailbox ... 


He was on 145.55 simplex as usual. It’s only a single user BBS, so a lot of the downlink 
transmissions are <DM> busy frames to others who are trying to get in. We have another 
pass tonight from 05:45 to 05:54z. ... 


[Resuming N5QWC’s message of 24 January 1991] 

On the pass at 1906z on the 21st, I heard U2MIR talking to a Cuban station in Russian, when 
he finished I tried to call him, but then I started hearing packets. Quickly, switching to packet mode, 
I was able to connect to U2MIR (not U2MIR 1 ) and had a short QSO with Musa who was pretty busy 
trying to manually run the antenna controller, adjust the transmitter and receiver VFOs to 
compensate for doppler and type on the keyboard at the same time. Whew. I really couldn’t believe 


I did it until I went back and studied the log file. But I’m ready to try again and see if I can leave him 
a message on his PBBS.

An OO is a Ham, Too

I’m the Official Observer Coordinator for 
the Maryland/DC area, and I wanted the 
Amateur Radio community to know us better. 
Most people think that OOs are "band cops" or 
"policemen" of the frequencies, and I also have 
been referred to as "The Enforcer"; let’s see if 
I can enlighten a few minds. 


Some people think our day is not complete 
until we send someone an Advisory Notice. If 
I do have to send one of these to a ham opera- 
tor, it’s not to persecute or to malign them, 
but to offer help from another ham. When we 
notice an Amateur Radio station is having a 
problem, we make him/her aware of this 
problem so it may be corrected. An OO might 
be looking for some rare DX, but he is also 
keeping a ear out for such things as frequency 
instability, broad signals, key clicks, harmonics, 
distorted audio, overdeviation, etc. 


The Official Observer program has been 
sponsored by the ARRL for over 50 years to 
help Amateurs help each other. OO appointees 
have aided thousands of Amateurs to maintain 
transmitting equipment and operating proce- 
dures in compliance with the regulations. Our 
objectives as OOs are to notify Amateurs, by 
mail, of operating and technical irregularities 
before they come to the attention of the FCC. 


While listening on the bands, we also hear 
excellent examples of good Amateur practice. 
This gives us the opportunity to send that 
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station a Good Guy Report. These operators 
should know that their excellent radio signals 
and operating procedures were noted by an 
OO. The Good Guy Reports give us the 
chance to say THANKS and KEEP UP THE 
GOOD WORK. 


As the title of this article says, OOs are 
Hams, too. In my own case, I do look for rare 
DX and islands I don’t have in my log. In less 
than 4 years, I have contacted 264 countries 
(230 confirmed) and, also, 182 IOTA (152 
confirmed). The wallpaper I now have includes 
WAC, WAS, WNZ, and a few others. I have 
the pleasure of being a VE and enjoy watching 
people progress to new levels in this hobby. In 
January of this year, I started a Boy Scout

BIG GROUND ROD 


Here is another idea for simulating a BIG ground rod. Dig a hole about 6" in diameter, place 
a metallic ground rod in the hole and then backfill the hole with crushed bentonite; flood the 
hole with water and you have, effectively, a very big ground rod. Benonite is itself very 
conductive so it gives the effect of increasing the diameter of the installed rod to the diameter of _ 
the hole. It is also very hydrophilic and will tend to keep itself hydrated; in fact it will swell to a | 
volume that is something around 18 times its original volume.
